NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


We observed in last Saturday's papers a short paragraph to the effect that 
the Lord Mayor had received from the Chief Rabbi (Dr. Adler) the sum of 
L069 5s. 4d. for the Hospital Sund iy Fund, “being the aggregate amount col- 
lected in the inctropolitan synagogues under his charge.” The sum is not large, 
and the effect of the paragraph isto make most readers believe that it repre- 
sents the total Jewish donation. As a matter of fact it does not include tho 
£31 collected at the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, or the £200 offered by 
the congregation which worships under the -spiritual care of the Rev. Professor 
Marks. It is bad management to attenuate the apparent:proportions of Jewish 
charity by allowing the several contributions to be thus separately announced, 
If the other congregations cannot pass their subscriptions through Dr. Adler's 
hands, it should be casey to arrange that their quotas shall be sent the same 
day and simultancously announced, 


Under the title of “ Abuses in Morocco,” the Times of Wednesday publishes 
. from a correspondent ” a description of cruclties perpetrated in connection with 
luprisonment for debts in Morocco. Our correspondent at Tangiers has 
repeatedly drawn attention to similar abuses. Although the writer to the Times 
selects only Jewish money lenders for censure it mast not be—as our Tangier 
correspondent has fri quently f xpl ined —forgotten that far greater oppression is 
caused bythe Moors. The bulk of the Jews in Morocco are not under consular 
protection which is confined to the principal seaports. It is a dubious point 
whether the genera! body of Morocco Jews do not positively suffer by reason of 
the privilege of * protection ” accorded toa few favoured members of the com- 
munity and their agents. 


The German Reichstag, as we have already pointed out, has bi en prorogur d 
without going into the “ Shechita ” question. The Committee to which was re- 
ferred the petition against the Jewish mode of slaughtering cattle, presented by 
the German Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Anima's, has, however, pub- 
lished its Report, and this docum: nt, it appears, is far more favourable than 
had been anticipated. The Committee point out that the Animals’ Protection Socicty 
itself was not unanimous in its decision, since it was only by a bare m jority 
that the motion to senda petition was adopted. The report conveys ; 
deserved rebuke to the Society, when it states that bird-shooting and other erne] 
sports ought rather to demand the intervention of the friends of ‘the animal 
world, than the Shechita, which for many centuries has been practised by the 
Jews. Any Bill to abolish the Jewish mode of slaughtering avimals for food 
would, in the opinion of the Committee, wound the Jewsin one of the strictest of 
their religious observances, and would justify them in opposing its introduction 
with all the force of conviction. There is yet reason to hope that the counter- 
agitation set on foot by the Jewish community, backed by the opinion expressed 
by the Committee of the Reichstag, will prevent the mischief which is contem- 
plated by the Society for the Prevention of Craclty to Animals,

The resuscitated Mekize Nirdamim (Uebrew Literature Society) in Berlin 
continues to justify the efforts of those who have again called it into existence. 
The publications for the first year have been completed by the issue to the sub- 
scribers of the Yezira Commentary of Jehuda Barzeloni, which has been printed 
from the MS., the only one extant,in Padua. The printing of the second serics 
of publications has already commenced. These will include Pny tnd, letter & ; 
the final book of the ONIN MIAN; Maimonides’s Mishnah Commentary on 
AY VID; with the Arabic original, and the Hebrew translation by ['r 
J. Derenbourg in Paris ; a Miscellany of hitherto unedited minor writings ; and 
the wenn of Moses [bn Fzra, edited by Baron Dr. David de Giinzburg of St. 
Petersburg. 


Travellers through the Holy Land have reason to appreciate the activity 
which the Turkish Government has shown during late years in regard to the 
improvement of locomotion by land in that country. Put on their mettle no 
doubt by the complaints which appeared in newspapers and in the published 
works of travellers, the Government sent a Civil Engineer some years ago to 
Jerusalem, with instructions to construct a road from Jerusalem to Hebron, and 
to improve the way to Jaffa. A portion of the Hebron road has now been com- 
pleted and is said to be an exvellent piece of work. (Good roads are also to be 
made shortly, under the direction of a competent engineer, between Haifa and 
Nazareth, and between the last named town and Tiberias. 


Baron Bela lacosky, who was sent by the Emperor of Austria on a mission 
to the Sultan of Zanzibar, availed himself of his proximity to Arabia to make a 
journey through Yemen. On his return from that province to Zanzibar, he com. 
municated his impressions on the Yemen Jews to Dr. 1. Gregory d’Arbella, the 
Jewish physician of the Sultan, who has in his turn published them in the 
Archives Israélites. The first town which the Baron visited after leaving Aden 
was Dalah, situated some four days’ journey from the English settlement. 
Dalah is divided into two portions, one part being inhabited by Mahomedans, the 
other by Jews. The latter are blacksmiths, stonemasons, joiners, gold and silver. 
smiths, polishers of arms, carvers, gunsmiths, saddlers and shoemakers ; their 
manufactures in leather are admirable, and the Arabs themselves admit that

A former Jewish traveller in China, writing on the subject of the Jews in the 
Celestial Kinpire, says that in Kai-fung-fa, his coreligionists reside in a separate 
quarter of the town, and are placed under the jurisdiction of a special Chicf of 
Police, who acts at the same time as a magistrate. The Jewish settlement of 
Kai-fung-fo was one of the principal iwVhina, but the nmiubers have for several 


reasons been considerably reduced. ‘The houses in the Jewish quarter are built 
wrirrese Syste Or architectar and the wo “den ornaments 


on the roofs, which are considered to be a protection against evil spirits, are not 
wanting. The Jews obtain their living by means of commerce, indusiry and 
agriculture. In agriculture’ they, like the Mahomedans, are behind 
the Chinese, since the latter have not an enforced: day of rest. 
In industrial pursuits the Jews excel as’ silk weavers, sword cut- 
lers, wood carvers and jewellers. In one respect they have not adopted Chinese 
customs ; they do not. cripple the fect of female infants soon after birth, for 
tiey see in this mutilation an offence against. the decrees of the Almighty whom 
they style “ We-tze”’ (Creater of the world) or “ Ti-tten” (Lord of the Heavens). 


Vienna.—The Emperor of Austria has ennobled, with the title of Baron, Herr 
Edgar Spiegel, the chief Editor of the Jilustrirte Ketra Hlatt,for his patriotic 
services tothe community and the State. Baron Von Spiegel has greatly distinguished 
himself in all manner of charitable work in Vienna, and particularly a short time 
ago on the occasion of the Banevolent Festival which he, in co-operation with 
’rincess Metternich, brought to a succeisful issoe. His journal is one of the most 
popular in Austria. Hecommenced his literary career in Buda-Pesth while still a 
young man, and it is to him that the good feeling now existing between the press of 
the Austrian and Hungarian capitals is due. The Nemzet, the leading ministerial 
organ in Buda-Pesth, warmly endorses the honour which has been conferred on its 
confrére. Baron von Spiegel is the youngest brother of the Messrs, Spiegel of 
London. 


Kén1GsBerG.—The Konigsberg Chamber of Commerce, in its report for the 
past year, has dwelt on the disastrous effect which the expulsion of Russian Jews 
from Prussia has had upon trade. Konigsberg itself has been one of the greatest 
sufferers by this expulsion since a considerable number of its merchants are Russian 
Jews wko had settled there as being one of the nearest commercial centres to their 
native land, 


BeRLIN.—Herr Anton van Werner, Director of the Academy of Fine Arta, has 
had practical occasion to carry into effect a declaration which he in common with 
many other notabilities made some years ago against Anti-Semitism, Certain mani- 
festations against the Jewish students had been made by some of their Christian 
colleagues ; the Director therefore summoned the entire body of students and 
warned them that in the event of a repetition of proceedings which he strongly con- 
demned, the guilty persons would be expelled from the Academy.—Untila short time 
ago two Jews were employed at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, Both of them 
received a hint how they could overcome the obstacle which stood ia the way of pro- 
motion, One tock the hint, embraced Christianity and was soon promoted to a 
higher grade in his office. The other, Dr, Cahn, remained faithful to the ancestral 
religion, but was nevertheless promoted recently to the rank of Councillor of Lega- 
tion. When the new Councillor was presented to Prince Bismark, the head of the 
Foreign Ministry, the Chancellor warmly congratulated him on his advancement 
and in equally cordial terms complimented him on his high moral character. 


RomE.—The municipality of Rome has contributed 5,000 lire towards aiding 
the Jews of the Ghetto to remove to other quarters, This gift has been increas! by 
10,000 lire, which was made up from private sources, With this sum of 15,000 lire 
abouttwo hundred familes have been enabled to quit their former homes and take 
up their abode elsewhere, Fifty of these families, all of them poor have settled in 
the newly built district of Santa Cosimata in the Transtavera, and have thus laid the 
foundation for a new Jewish quarter,

we, in common with every votary of Almighty Gol who worships at the sacred 
shrine of “ Liberty,’ pay homage to your loving and lovable, spotiessly moral and 
gentle, liberal-minded and noble, Queen Victoris, who never tires of doing good, and 
has during her beneficent and remarkable reign, done her utmost to “ prociaim free- 
dom throughout thé land and to all the inhabitants thereof.” 

Her successful efforts in this direction have benefited the Jews more, perhaps, 
than any other religious denomination, the whole-souled appreciation of which is 
so ably and beautifully expressei in your leading Editorial of the 25th Jane, which, 
Iam sure, are not only the sentiments of every loyal British subject, but also 
registers the warm heart-beats of intelligent Americans professing the Jewish 
religion.

Thais is but merited acknowledgment, born of 
intelligence, consistency and justice, 

The writer, being a native-born American, feels that it is not only a privilege 
and a pleasure, but a religious duty to attest this sentiment, which he believes 
voices the feelings of a large majority of American Jews,and which found expression 
in the great city of New York by the establishment there on the one hundredth anni.

Str,—I observe in your report of the proce dings at the distribution of prizes 
to these Classes that a novel and important feature in connection with the classes 
has not received the attention which I venture to think it deserves, I refer to the 
arrangements made by the Committee for the examination in Hebrew 
of all children in the district, whether receiving instruction in the classes or elge- 
where, I am glad tofini that several children were preseated for examination 
under these arrangements, the results of which may be considered very encour- 
aging.

THE JEWISH BUTCHERS, 
To THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—As a misapprehension scems to exist that the Jewish butchers are 
agitating for a reduction of the poll tax on animals killed kosher, I trust you will 
allow me to refute that charge, and place before the public a few facts which may 
prove interesting to them, Byareference to your report of the meeting of the Board 
of Shechita it will be «perceived that the subject of reducing the poll tax was 
suggested by Mr, L. Levy, and it was opposed by Mr, Arnbolz, and rightly too, as I 
shall presently prove. To reduce the poll tax by 3d. or 6d, would have no appre- 
ciable effect. At the present time the carcase butchers pay a tax of 4s. 3d. per 
head for killing kosher oxen, 1s. 6d. for calves, and 9d. for sheep, Now, the re- 
duction of 3d. or 6d. would positively not benefit the consumer, but the carcase 
butcher, What I would suggest is this, that the reduction should be something 
tangible, If the tax were reduced to half the present amount it would have a 
salutary effect immediately. It would induce the carcase butchers to kill a greater 
number of animals kosher, and tempt others who abstain from the kosher trade to 
extend their business with Jewish butchers, The result is palpable. There would 
be a far greater supply of kosher meat, consequently prices would decline, 

It has hitherto been the practice of charging the retail batchers with having 
a monopoly. That charge is most unjast, It is the carcase butchers who have 
the monopoly. The high tariff on killing kosher animals precludes them from 
putting an unlimited supply in the market, owing to the loss they would incur by 
selling the- kosher animals to non-Jewish batchers, In proof of this I can state 
that on Monday last at 6 a.m, there was not an ounce of kosher meat for sale in the 
market, and several butchers were unable to obtain a fresh supply. With regard 
to the licensing of butchers, I must say that granting permission indiscriminately 
to glaziers, rivetters, waterproofers, Xc., tends to degrade the trade, and some of 
these so-called butchers are a standing disgrace, 

In conclusion, I would add a few words about the shomreim'; many of them 
are totally anfitted for the functions intras‘ed to them, and the perfunctory manner 
in which their duties are performed sufficiently prove that the regulations for their 
guidance need alteration.

CHAPTER IN JEWISH HISTORY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Among the many characteristics that distinguished Israel from among 
“the nations,” not the least peculiar one is that, whilst most people take a pride in 
commemorating the victories they have achieved in war, .and celebrate the anni- 
versaries of incidents flattering to their self-esteem, they generally ignore events 
and circumstances which either do not redound to their glory or wound their vanity. 
Israel is not so. Its most joyous festivals, connected mostly with incidents in its 
marvellous history, are celebrated with a feeling in which joy and solemnity are 
blended. But Israel also keeps up a remembrance of events humiliating to it 
pride as a nationand asan individual, and annually makes a public acknowledg 
ment 6°39 N3 Ww of the disastera that have befallen it, and the humiliations it 
has been subjected to during more than twenty-three centuries, The destruction of 
the First and Second Temples, the sack of Bither, the captivities, the dispersions, all 
mark so many eras in Israel's and in the world's history. And yet, despite all these 
appalling catastrophes, sufficient to have overwhelmed any ordinary people, neither 
has the number of the people of Israel diminished, nor has it shaken the confidence 
in its mission as the servant of the Eternal, ‘‘for whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth.”’ 

For numerically, Israel is more populous now than it wasin the palmiest day’ 
of the monarchy, when “every man sat under his own vine and under his own fig-tree, 
It is noteworthy that the mournful event, the subject of this communication, the 
Ninth of Ab, will this year be concarrent with the date of the civil month when the 
Second Temple, built by Zerabbabel and Nehemiah, and enlarged and embellished by 
Herod, was burnt by the Romans, under Titus. “It was the 10th of August, the 
day already darkened in the Jewish calendar by the destruction of the former 
temple by the King of Babylon .... Titus had retired to rest, when suddenly a 
wild and terrible cry was heard, and a man came rushing in, announcing that the 
Temple was on fire,” . . « “It was again on the fatal 9th of Ab, the anniversary 
of the double destruction of Jerasalem, that Bither fell.” (Milman’s History of 
the Jews, Vol. III.) | 

But the Hand that wounds also heals. ‘And there is hope in thine end, ssith 
the Lord, that thy children shall come again to their own border’ (Jeremiah xxxt- 
17). Would it be considered as attempting to dive into recondite matters, if this 
latter expression were applied to the movement now going on to colonise the Holy 
Land? “Fear not, O Jacob my servant, saith the Lord, for I am with thee ; for I 
will make a full end of all the nations whither I have driven thee: but I will not 
make a full end of thee, but correct thee in measure; yet will I not leave thee 
wholly unpunished.” (Jerem. xlvi. 28). This last verse may, perhaps, be quoted 
one day by one of Jacob's descendants, when in the remote future, the New Zea- 
lander, or some other “ islander,’’ will look down upon the ruinsof sundry European 
cities !

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
ST. PETERSBURG, JULY 20TH, 1886, 

Within recent weeks a new law bas been decreed which even the anti-Semitic 
Norge Wremja describes as being of a most barbarous character. It may be said 
with truth that of all the cruel laws which since the beginning of the Anti-Jewish 
agitation have been set into motion the latest is the most outrageous of all, The 
new law is briefly to the following effect : 

“ The Senate ata plenary sitting after having had before it proposals of the 
Minister of the Interior to ensure a better falfilment of military obligations on the 
part of the Jews, and in completion of the article, referring thereto in the law on 
Military Service (Code of Laws IV, Book 1, Edition of 1876) has decided. 

1. To transfer the Jews from the recruiting districts, in which they are 
inscribed, to other localities, under the following restrictions : 

(a) On the borders of one and the same district the transference from town to 
village recruiting districts aud from one village recruiting district to another is for- 
bidden ; (b) in the Jewish area of settlement as also ontside that area, the trans. 
ference of Jews into recruiting districts in other localities and Governments will 
only be permitted if they have resided there for not less than two years ; (c) on the 
transference to recruiting districts outside the area of settlement, the persons thus 
removed lose the rights to which they are entitled, 

2. The recruiting authorities in districts and towns are authorised to submit to 
examivation ata moment's notice, those Jews who from bodily weakness have 
obtained a prolongation of the period during which they must enter into service, 

3. Documents relating to trade and industry will not be handed to Jews until 
they can prove that they have exceeded the age for entering into military service, 
or that they have completed their term of service. 

1. The families of Jews who have evaded the obligation of military service will 
have te pay a fine of 300 roubles or in cases of inability to pay this sum, will be sent 
to prison, 

5. Any person giving such information as will lead to the arrestofa Jewisrh 
deserter will ke entitled to a reward, to be fixed by the Minister of the Interior.” 
(This reward it was proposed should be fixed at 50 roubles). 

I have been assured from a trustworthy source that when the new law came 
before the Senate, it caused an immense sensation, and that even so pronounced an 
anti-Semite as Count Ignatieff refused to give it his sanction, remarking that he 
could not admit that Jews liable tomilitary service should be placed on the same 
footing as wolves, for whose capture a reward of 50 roublesis likewise offered, yet 
before me lies this barbarity, to use the expression employed by the Nonwvje Wremja, 
the 5th Clause of the Law, whose cruel nature does not so much consist in placing 
Jews “ on the same footing with wolves " as that it gives free scope to the informer 
who already playsa too infamous role in this country. Through this clause 5 the 
innocent will saffer more than the guilty for they will become the victims of 
exploitersand informers against whom no one is secure. Yet this clause is by no 
means the mos‘ cruel ; Clauses 1-4 are far worse. The transference from one 
recruiting district to another will cause an appreciable delay, owing to the immense 
distances which ufteu seperate ore Russiau province from another,in the prompt 
fulfilment of military duties, Persons liable to serve in the army, who often live 
hundreds of miles from the place where they would have to join the ranks will now 
have to travel still further,and this journey will be so expensive aseither to be beyond 
the means of the recruit or toruin bim altogether, Then, as regards the obligation 
to prove a two years’ residence, this will also be difficult. As to clanse 4, it is 
almost impossible for the members of one family, even when they live in the same 
place to give security one for the other, much less so when they are dispersed 
over several towns, as ie very often the case. How harsh is it not then,to make the 
members of a family responsible for their relative who it may be has emigrated, or 
by some other means has evaded military service, and to mulct them in the sum of 
300 roubles—an amount beyond the meansof the vast majority of Russian Jewish 
families—or in default to imprison them for an indefinite period. And this hard- 
ship they must endure,for an individual whom they may perhaps do not know,whom 
they may have never seen, This is to be the more regretted, since the arbitrary regula- 
tions are utterly useless and will pot achieve their object. For, an individual who 
has eo far forgotten himself as to refuse to fulfil the most sacred of all civil obli- 
gations will not trouble himself about the fact that his relations must pay the 
penalty of his want of patriotism. Ile can easily find waye and means for freeing - 
himself from service, and to do so he need not even emigrate. He can quietly re- 
main at home and rely on the amiability and energy of Rassian officials, who fora 
consideration are not likely to leave him in the lurch. It has been proved as the 
result of military trials, that many of the highest authorities, men belonging to 
the proudest of our aristocratic families, can be bought over by deserters, It is not 
directly due to deserters, be they Jews or Christian, that the list of those who do 
not answer thesummons to be enrolled continues to swell from year to year ; but it 
ie the fault of those who make it their business and profit to enable soldiers that 
should be to evade the law. Bat for their venality the evasion of the obligation to 
render military service to the State would be difficult in the extreme. It is against 
such men that rigorous action should be taken, and then we should no longer 
ner(l exceptional measures to check the extensive desertion which now prevails in 
this country. 

On paper it appears that the proportion of Jews who fail to serve in the 
army is greater than among Christians. But the statistics are very often incorrect. 
In the first place the Jewish registers are kept by the so-called “ Crown Rabbis” 
(i.e., Rabbis appointed by the Government), who distinguish themselves like the 
Russian authorities they really are. It not unfrequently occurs that the 
lists are cooked, so that we find among deserters men who are at present serving in 
the ranks, or who have completed their term, and, what is worse, men who have 
long since died. It is such proceedings and, as I have already remarked, the venality 
of public officials that give us Jewsa sd Mame, Let a clean sweep be made of such 
officials, to whatever grade they beloug, and the country as well as the fair name 
of the Jews would be the gainers, 


A disastrous fire is reported from Cherson. The fire broke out during the 
night at a house inhabited by a Jewish family, and before assistance could be 
rendered, the inmates, consisting of the householder, his wife and two children, 
and a female relative, were burnt to death. It is suspected that the fire was 
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the work of incendiaries. A fire, happily involving no loss of life, but consi- 
derable damage to property, has also occurred at Wolozin. The fire destroyed 
the great Yeshioa with its valuable contents, and about four hundred houses 
inhalited by Jews. 

The Governor-General of Podolia has offered a great slight to the Jews at 
Winitza. On his arrival in the town, he was, according to custom, offered bread 
and salt, but he refused to accept the offering brought by the Jews. On the other 
hand the Grand Duke Wladimir, brother of the Czar, who, with his wife has 
becn visiting the Northern Provinces, received the Jews with the utmost 
affability. 

Another Commission has been appointed. This time its functions are of a 
purely local character, it being called upon to decide whether the towns of 
Taganrog and Rostoff on the Don, are to be included in the District of the Don. 
In such cases the question arises whether the regulations of the military district 
which forbid the residence of Jews, shall also apply to the towns just named. 

At Schidlitz, the authorities have closed upwards of 49 Chedarim. This is 
a salutary measure, but provision should be made for the better education of the 
Jewish children who have hitherto attended these inadequate places of instruc- 
tion. 

M. Samuel Poliakoff, the great “ Railway King,” has lately been engaged in 
a good work. As President of the Society for Promoting Industrial and Agricul- 
tural Pursuits among the Jews in Russia, he has opened the Technical School 
which this society has founded in Danaburg. A number of such schools in the 
districts where Jews abouhd would be of great advantage to future generations : 
the society is, however crippled by the ineflicient support it receives from the 
wealthy section of the Jewish community. 

The builders are hard at work on the Great Synagogue (the first public place 
of worship belonging to the Jewish community) which is now being erected in 
St. Petersburg. About two years will elapse before the synagogue is completed, 
but it is intended that one of the courts at the side of the synagogue shall be 
finished in time to permit of service being held therein during the coming 
Hich Festivals. 

We hear again of one of those barbarous murders, of which entire Jewish 
families are the victims. The Jatest crime of this nature was perpetrated at an 
inn kept by a Jew three versts from Cheftowka in the district of Slovita. The 
victins were the innkeeper, his wife and four children. Suspicion has fallen 
upon four peasants who have disappeared from the locality. 


COUNT MOLTKE ON THE JEWS IN POLAND, 


In the year 1832,a young German officer, who had visited Poland, published the 


result of his impressions in a paper entitled ‘‘ Veber Polen.” The article appears to 
have been forgotten, until it was discovered by Gustav Karpeles and republished by 
him inthe Magazine lon Fels Zum Meer. The sketch deserves quotation both because 
its author is none other than the now famous military commander and strategist: 
Field Marshal Count Moltke, and because it contains a notice on the history of the 
Jews in Poland. It will be seen that at that time Count Moltke bore no great love 
forthe Jews, He writes :— 

The little commerce which is stili left to Puland, she owes to tho Jews. It i% 
no exaggeration to say that this frugal people form the only active class in the 
land, LEvery species of activity, which the carelessness or the pride of the nobility 
led then to eschew, or which was impossible to the peasants on account of the 
ignorance and oppression they endured, fell to the Jews, who.if they later on 
became a national misfortune were at the same timea national neceasity. The firs! 
was the resultof the bad policy of the Government, for it was everywhere found 
easier to burn the Jewa than to convert them into good citizens ; the latter, because 
the Jews were hated, and were envied on account of their wealth without any 
attempt being made to imitate the energy by which they gained their livelihoo!, 

We deem it necessary to throw a glance at this noteworthy, little known, and 
yet important race, who, having been driven fr m their own country, continually 
grew in numbers, and penetrated further and further into every land, antil they 
embraced the entire globe, just as the tendrils of ivy cling to the stem on which 
and through which they continue to exist,even when the root from which they 
originated has been torn from the soil.. Trodden down in all ages by tyranny and 
force, we fiud this people again and again raising itself by means of cunning and 
perseverance. Persecuted and almost exterminated by fire and the sword we see 
them once more returning or restored to countries where they have fared so badly. 

Robbed and plundered times without number, they are still in possession of riches. 
By a wonderful combination of external weakness and hidden strength—humble 
and pliant before the powerful, imperious and cruel towards the weak—this people, 
which collectively is oppressed and ill-treated, exercised, as regards individuals a 
personal tyranny over their oppressors. For while man, even in his degradation , 
still retains the recollection of his noble origin, and a sense of oppression, so did: the 
Jew set against brutal force and enmity, hatred and contempt, feelings which in 
him must have taken deeper root because he was obliged to lock them up sarefully 
in himself, 

After having lived for nearly one thousand years ina land, they are still strangers 
there, for the soilon which they are born is not regarded as their home, and the 
people with whom they mix do not look upon them as their equals. The entire 
political status of the Jews, as well as their own laws, excludel them from the 
possession of land, from serving the State and from holding other official appoint» 
ments, in short from all public activity. The promotion of the general weal as far as 
they were concerned could not be the aim of theirenergy, Love of fatherland 
ambition, all thore mighty levers, which ttir up the energies of man, found in them 
no field fordevelopment. Everywhere repelled with contempt, the Jew was thrown 
back on himself, and self-interest became therefore the sole motive for all hig 
doings. The highest standpoint which a Jew could attain in his native country 
was to become a rich man, But wealth did not secure to him any higher status. 
It did not protect him against the insults offered by open hatred and abhorrence ; 
the Jew was therefore compelled to conceal his wealth, or enjoy it with dangers 
besetting him on all sides. 

The first Jewish settlers in Poland were exiles from Germany and Bohemia. 
They fled in the year 1096 to Poland, where at that time greater tolerance prevailed 
than io any other partof Europe. This emigration of the Jews was the result of 
he cruelty and greed of the first Crusaders, These considered the Jews to be the 
natural enemies of Christ. In Mayence alone 1,400 Jews were burnt. In Bavaria. 
12,009 victims fell; women killed their children and men themselves in order to 


escape from baptism and baptists, From Bohemia all the Jews were exiled, ani 
they were obliged to leave their property behind; for it was urged that “as they 
took no riches with them when they left Judea, so they must leave Bohemia as they 
entered it—poor,” 

The love of Casimir, the Great, for the lovely Esther,a Jewess from Opocno, 
ensured for the Jews such civil rights and liberties as a King of Poland could 
then grant,and as would be of benefit to the country; but under Leopold of 
Ilungry (1371) they were all driven from the country. Yet in 1386 we see them 
again spread all over the land, Christians were at this period threatened with ex- 
communication if they had any relations with Jews or bought of them, The Jews 
were compelled, wherever they settled, to reside together in specified quarters, 
Usury was forbidden them, and John Olbracht annulled at one blow all the mortgages 
which Jews held on the estates of the nobility it being their object to become great 
landea proprietors. The loans were however ordered to be repaid. 

Extremely characteristic were the privilegea granted by Boleslaw the Pious in 
1505, He declared that the Kings were obliged to protect the Jews against the 
universal hatred and the oppression of Christians. Among other measures affect- 
ing the Jews which he decreed were the following. The corpses of Jews were per- 
mitted te be removed without the payment of a tax. A Christian reviling the 
synagogue was ordered to pay a fine of two stone of pepper to the “ woiwode,” On 
the other hand, no Christian was permitted to lodge with a Jew, The king declared 
it to he false that the Jews use human blood, If a Jew were accused of abducting 
a Christian child he could only be convicted or the testimony of three Christian and 
three Jewish witnes:es. Should he not be convicted, then the accuser would 
receive the same punishment as would have been meted out to the Jew if guilty, I 
a Jew were ill-treated at night and called for help, Christians were obliged, under 
penalty, to come to his aid Many decisions of the Reichstag, many 
laws which would have ruined their trade, many a storm which fanatical priests 
raised against them, the Jews were able to avert by means of their gold. (Miczynski 
says by means of witchcraft), This ensured them at all times influential patrons. 
On the other hand an author says, “ God blesses those who persecute the Jews,” and 
he mentions as evidence several Polish families. 

According to Jewish statistics there were in 1510, only 500 Christian, as against 
3,200 Jewish, merchants, and 9,600 Jewish goldsmiths and manufacturers in Poland. 
The rich Jewa then commenced to dress themselves like the Polish aristocracy, and 
they made themselves conspicuous by their outward show, Characteristic in this 
respect was a decree of Sigismund I., forbidding Jews to wear gold chains, ring 
with armorial bearings, and swords which were set with precious stones, The Jews 
had their own Reichstag. Every province sent deputies to Warsaw, where they 
formed a great Council and appointed a. Marshall who was approved by the Go- 
vernment. In short the Jews were after the nobility the most powerful body in 
the land. Their great and rapid growth (they appear to have trebly exceeded the 
indigenous population), caused grave anxiety. As the Jews managed to evade the 
payment of all public imposte, Sigismund I. decided, in spite of their representa- 
tions, to establish a Jewish poll tax, which was fixed at one gulden, (then worth 
1} thaler) per head, By this means it became possible to ascertain their exact 
numbers. They were estimated at 200,000 souls, but the poll tax only yielded about 
16,000 gulden, With this fact is associated the following anecdote : 

“Tell me,” said the friendly disposed King Sigismund to the Bishop of Cracow, 
“ you who do not believe in sorcerersor that the devil can interfere in our affairs ; tel! 
me, then how it is that 200,000 Jews can conceal themselves underground and only 
a pedr to number 16,598 as is the case to-day, when it is a question of paying the 
p ll-tax ? * Your Majesty is well aware,” replied the Bishop, “ that the Jews have 
n» need of the devil in order to be sorcerers,” 

Uuder John Sobiesky, the Jews became still more powerful. This monarch 
f; youred the Jews to such an extent that the Senate in 1682 formally requested him 
t« take into consideration the welfare of the State and not let all the favours of the 
C-own pass into the hands of the Jews. 


Here Count Moltke’s narrative ends. Ile concludes with the observation that 
“he prohibition to trade with the peasants, to keep drinking shops and to sel! 
b:andy, which was renewed by every government, and the contravention of which 
was punishable by death, proves that the Jews never ceased to avail themselves of 
g ining a livelihood which was so advantageous to them, but utterly injurious to 


the peasant.” 


AMSTERDAM.—The City of Amsterdam was en /é/e on the 15th of this month 
when a monument was unveiled in the Sarphati Park to the philanthropist whose name 
this park bears. The late Dr. Sarphati may be regarded as the; Haussmann of Amster- 
dam, for to his genius is due the extension of the city and the architectural improve- 
vents which have given it many fine streets and boulevards. He was in fact, as 
a: inscription on the monument relates, “ the founder of New Amsterdam,” Equally 
in.portant were his labours for the promotion of industry, a permanent memorial of 
hiseervices in this direction being the Palace of Industry, which he founded and 
which was erected under his supervision. This building stands in one of the most 
h>udsomest parts of Amsterdam, the broad street which leads to it from one quarter 
lb: ing appropriately named Sarphati Street. That his memory is still dear to the 
working classes was proved by the circumstance that working men’s societies were 
formed for the sole purpose of collecting funds for the erection of the monument, 
which is an elaborate piece of work, At the ceremony of unveiling the principal 
speaker was another great Jewish citizen of Amsterdam, Heer A. C. Wertheim, the 
recently elected member of the First Chamber.—The last annual report of the Rab- 
binical Seminary mentions that at the beginning of the year 75 students were recelv- 
ing instruction at this Institution. Allof them are natives of Holland, 40 being from 
Amsterdam itself, A feature of the year’s proceedings was the arrangement of the 
valuable library ona systematic basis and the completion of the catalogue. The 
liorary contains 5,480 works, 3,533 being of a Jewish and 1,947 of a non-Jewish 
character. The governing body is presided over by Ileer Wertheim, and includes 
tle celebrated jurist, Professor Asser of the Amsterdam University, and Dr. 5. 
Rosenstein, Professor at Leyden, At the head of the teaching staff stands, as Rector, 
Dre. J. H. Dinner, Chief Rabbi of Amsterdam.

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THE JEWISH LAW OF-> MARRIAGE 


AND DIVORCE,

Yet beyond an excursus in Dr. Kalisch’s 
Commentary on Leviticus and some articles in various Biblical En ‘yclopadias, 
none of which, as a matter of course, is exhaustive, the subject has hitherto not 
been dealt with in any English work. It has reecived able treatment at the 
hands of Z. Frankel and Leopold Loew, in addition to Saalschutz, Lichtschein 
and others. Dr. Mielziner covers the ground oceupied by those writers * but he 
devotes special attention, moreover, to those LL stions connected with Jewish 
Marriage and Divorce which have arisen in modern tim es and to the resolutions 
on the subject that have been adopted by Rabbinical Conferences and Synods 
during the last forty years. The subject with which the present work deals is 
sufficiently interesting to justify an epitome of its chief contents. 
Polygamy was tolerated by the Mosaic Law, and, though discountenanced by 
the Rabbis, was not absolut ly prohibited by them. The provisi nm that no man 
uld contract a marriage without securing to his wife a dowry to be paid her in 
the event of his dying or divorcing her, tended, however, with ether Talmudic 
enactments to discourage polygamy. . Som? Rabbinical authorities even went as 
far as to affirm the wife's right to a divorce on the husband taking another wif. 


without her consent. It was not- until the convention of Rabbenu Grershon’s 


famous Synod at Worms in the eleventh century that a definite prohibition of 
polygamy was formulated by the Rabbinical authorities. Bat even now the 
Jewish law is not altogether in harmony with that of civilized States. The 


former recog nia sa theoretical difference between the male and female polyga 
mist. Che marriage of a married woman is null ; but the marriage of a married 
man is sufficiently valid to necessitate formal dissolution by divorce. The decep 
ti er to ™ hich the latter r gulation Opet d the door led to the adoption by the 
Philadelphia i ibbinical Confer: nce in 186°) of a resolution { r its.abr vation. 
lhe resolution, it is hardly necessary to add, is not recognised by orthodox 
Rabbis. 

__ Dr. Mielziner gives an exhaustive list of the prohibited degrees in connection 
with marriage according to both the Mosaic and the Rabbinical Codes. That per 
mission of marriage with a deceased wife's sister is implied in Leviticus xviii. 
18 “is the undisputed view of the Rabbinical Law.” Marriage between uncle 
and niece 1s not only permitted, but recommented by the Ravbins. A man who 
had committed, or who was ander strong suspiciomof having committed, adultery 
with a married woman, was not perinitted LO marry heron her becoming divores d 
or a widow, The important question of intermarriage receives adequate treatment 
at Dr. Mielziner’s hands. The basis of the prohibition of intermarriage by the 
Jewish law is the Mosaic enactment forbidding unions with persons belonging to 
the seven Canaanitish nations. The application of the enactment was extended 
by Ezra and Nehemiah to all the pagan nations of the country. In the Maccabean 
age marriage with Gentiles in general was interdicted : and this represents th: 
rale of the Rabbinical Code, the only difference of opinion being the purely ter 
demic one as to whether the prohibition of intermarriage with non-Israclites 
other than those belonging to “ the seven nations’ is Mosaic or merely Rabbini- 
cal.” . No special provision is made in the Rabbinical Law concerning interimar- 
riage with Christiaas,”’ These, though in other respects not regarded as heathens, 
were actually included in the general prohibition of interinarriage with Gentiles. 
Whether intermarriage between Jew and Gentile was permitted by Jewish law 
was one of the questions which the Paris Sanhedrin, convened by Napoleon [. in 
1807, was called upon to determine. The assembly evaded the question, con 
tenting itself with affirming the validity of such intermarriage from the e¢eil- 
standpoint (an aspect with which it had nothing to do) and the immunity of the 
contracting parties from the ecclesiastical anathema (cherem). This litter declara- 
tion “‘ was rather illusive, since this disciplinary punishment had at that time 
fallen into disuse in France.’ The Brunswick Conference, held in 1844, aflirmed 
at the instance of Dr. Ludwig Philippson, that intermarriage of Jews with Chris- 
tians or with adherents of any of the monotheistic religions was not forbicden, 
provided the parents are permitted by. the law of the State to bring up the of 
spring of snch marriage in the Jewish faith, This decision “has been strongly 
criticized even by some of the most pronounced advocates of reformed Judaism.’ 
Dr. Philippson himself appears to have modified his views on the subject ; for 
in his “ Israelitische Religions-lehre,” published in 1865, he condemns mixed 
marriages on the ground of their tendency to weaken true religious feeling. 
Similarly such unions have been deprecated by men as liberal as Geiger and the 
American Rabbi, Dr. Wise. 

In treating of the Levirate, Dr. Mielziner cogently observes that * modern 
Judaism, in general, strongly objects to the whole formality of Chalitza. The 
levirate marriage having been entirely abandoned, this ceremony, which is so 
decidedly contrary to modern customs and views, has been found to be super- 
fluous and meaningless. For, why should the surviving brother and the unfor- 
tunate widow gothrough a disgracing formality to establish the non fullilaent 
of a marriage which they are not permitted to enter?’ The precept enjoining 
the ceremony of Chalitza was declared to be devoid of binding force hy the 
Philadelphia Conference and by the Augsburg Synod (1871). ‘The latter, aow- 
ever, appended to its declaration on this subject a rider to the effect “that for 
the sake of liberty of conscience, however, no rabbi will refuse, a request of the 
parties, to conduct the act of Cha/itza in a proper form.” 7 

To the causes constituting temporary impediments te marriage, the tran- 
sition is an easy one. A widow, within ninety days after her husband's death, 
and a divorced woman, within the same period from the day of having received 
the document of divorce, are prohibited by the Rabbinical law from contracting 
afresh marriage. The object of the prohibition is to prevent any uncertainty as to 
the paternity of the first child of the second marriage. The ancient Roman law, 
adds Dr. Mielziner, prohibited a woman from re’marrying before the lapse of ten 
months. The French law contains the same provision. In Russia a widow 
must wait a year before she can marry again. The Rabbis forbid the re-marriage 
of a pregnant woman. A woman with a suckling child cannot re-marry until 
the child is twenty-four montis old. Both enactments are intended to ensure 
to the infant due maternal care. A widower, on the other hand, is forbidden on 
the score of propriety to re-marry before the lapse of three festivals after his 
wife’s death. In the event, however, of his having little children requiring a 
mother’s attention, and in certain other cases, the restriction nay be ignored. 

The Pentateuch makes no mention of a marriage ceremony. It was not till 
the second Jewish Commonwealth that marriage was accompanied by lega! for- 
malities. They consisted of two distinet elements—Betrothal! (Arws »), and 
Nu ptials (Nissuin)—which usually were separated in point of time. The 
betrothal was formally effected in one of two ways, by the gift of a coin (which | 


might be of the lowest di nomination) or of an article having some money value, 
by the bridegroom to the bride, or by his execution of a written instrument. 
ith r act had to be performedin the presence of two witnesses. Betrothal by 
written document took place only in rare instances. During the Middle Ages the 
use of th ring was introduced in harmony with eeneral custom, the ring taking 
the place of the coin. A benediction is required by the Talmud to be pro 

nounced at the betrothal. A betrothed woman was regarded by the law as a 
wile, and divor C Wis ry to enabl he rio larry an ther nian. A form of 
benediction wasto be recited also at th ials: but its omission did not in 

validate the marriage. Since the sixteenth century the betrothal and the nuptials 
have formed part of one and the same ceremony. _ naurriage-deed (Aethuba), 
signed by the brid pri vious to the nu} tials, was ad d to prot ct the 
wife, by giving her acertain sum from the hus! nds estate in case of his death 
OT her divorce.

a strange language is spoken, or to an abode which is inferior in point of sanita 
tion or comfort, unless he cannot earn livelihood without removing) ; to 
manage the household ; to engage in domestic work, such as cooking, sewing, 
&c. ; to nurse her children. by the Jewish law the wife is not her husband's 
heir ; on his death she receives back her marriage portion and the dowry given her 
by the Kethubuhk. As long as the widow does not claim such dowry, and as long 
as she does not marry, she is entitled to remain in her deceased husband's house, 
and to be supported by his legal heirs. 

Finally, the question of divorce has to be noticed, The rival Talmudic 
Schools of Shammai and Hillel. differed as to the extent to which a man had the 
richt to divorcee his wife. The former limited such rights tothe case of immor- 
ality or unchaste demeanour on the part of his wife ; -by the latter school. it 
was considerably enlarged. The views of the School of Hillel were incorporated 
in the Rabbinical Law. Four kinds of divorce are récognised by the Rabbins ; 1: 
by mutual consent, without the intervention of the Court. - 2. Divorce enforced 
upon the wife by the Court on the husbands’s petition. 4. Divorce entorced 
upon the husband on the petition of the wife. 4. Divorce enforced by the 
Court without petition from either side, The husband is entitled to divorce 
among various grounds on account of the wife’s adultery, or of strong suspicion 
of her guilt, on account of her change of religion or disregard of the ritual law 


in the management of the household, on account of her unjustified refusal to 
follow him to another domicile, or of her insulting her father-in-law in the 


presence of her husband, or insulting t] husband himseif, &e.. The wife can 
claim a divorce inter alia on the ground of ill-treatment, (being prohibited by 
her husband to visit her parcnts instituting ill-treatment within the meaning 
of the law), on the ground of his apostacy or notorious dissoluteness or his 
wasteful dissipation of his property and his refusal to support. her, oron account 
of his having committed a crime, compelling him to tleethe country. To render 
a divorce valid a written document must be delivered by the husband to the 
wife, either in person or through an appointed agent. This document (Get) 
must be signed by two witnesses and two witnesses must be present when it is 
delivered, 

Two practical questions arise out of the Jewish laws.of Divorce. Isa divorce 
according to the Kabbinical regulations necessary in these days when Divorce 1s 
decreed by the secular courts? Andif so, whatis to be done when, in spite of the 
niarriage having been dissolved by the secular court, the husband or the wife 
refuses to go through the formalities connected with the Get? The late Dr. 
Holdheiin cut the Gordian knot by pronouncing the G@eé supertluous in these 
and his view is “more and more gaining ground among the followers of 
Reformed Judaism.” The Leipzig and Augsburg Synods referred the Divorce 
question to a committee who was to report to a third Synod ; but that Synod h iS 
never been convened. The Rabbinical Conference of Philadelphia, however, fol- 
lowed Holdheim, and declared the Getto be “in all cases null and void.” It 
further recognized the validity of the divorce decreed by the civil court in cases

where both parties consent ; in other cases “ Judaism recognizes the validity of 
the divorce ... if the cause assigned is. sufficient, in conformity with the 


spirit of the Jewish religion.” Fe 

The foregoing abstract will amply indicate the importance of Dr. Mielziner’s 
work. He is to be commended not only for his valuable contribution to the 
literature of the subject, but for the lucidity of his exposition and the ex ellence 
of its arrangement.

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RELIGION CLASSES. 


Oor columns last week bore striking and gratifying evidence to the rapid 
progress made by the movement for the establishment of Religion Classes 
in connection with the Synagogue, We reported the proceedings which had 
taken place in connection with the Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of 
the North London and the St. John’s Wood Classes, and we were able to 
announce that efforts are being made to establish similar Classes for the 
children of the members of the Berkeley Street Synagogue. We have also 
reason to believe that a like provision for religious instruction will be made 
in connection with the Borough Synagogue at an early date. As our readers 
are aware, Religion Classes have for some time been attached to the New 
West End and the Dalston Synagogues. Within a very short time, there- 
fore, there will be but few of the leading congregations of the metropolis 
which do not reckon systematic religious instruction as part and parcel of 
their machinery. In the case of the St. John’s Wood Classes, Hebrew is 
included.among the subjects taught ; and it is worthy of note that it is pro- 
posed to make it asubject of instruction at the projected classes in connection 
with the Berkeley Street Synagogue. Previous efforts to establish Classes 
for the benefit of the children attending the latter place of worship have 
failed ; and if the present attempt, which has been made at the instance of 
the Rev. Isipone Harris, meets with a better fate, it will attest the exist- 
ence among the congregation of an increased interest in Jewish teaching. It 
will tend to prove, moreover, that by the most advanced body of English 
Jews the necessity of having their children instructed in the Sacred Lan- 
guage is fully recognised, and that the disappearance of Hebrew from the 
Prayer Book is a more remote contingency than some persons would have 
us believe. 

The progress of this movement for the establishment of classes 
to teach religion has been so quiet that its full significance may 
possibly. have failed to impress itself on the communal mind. The 
movement is virtually a new one. It is only fourteen years ago since what 
we believe to have been thé first permanent congregational class was 
established in connection with the North London Synagogue by the Rey, 
Morris Josernu, with the assistance of his wife. Classes had, however, 
already existed for the special requirements of children intending to offer 
themselves for Religious Examination at the Bayswater Synagogue and for 
Confirmation at the Berkeley Street Synagogue. These Classes were insti- 
tuted and taught by the Rev. Dr. Hermann Apvier and the Rey. Professor 
Marks respectively. But they were held during a portion of the year only 
and for a specific purpose, and admission was restricted to children who pro- 
posed to take part in the ceremonies in question. It is during the last 
fourteen years that the congregational Religion Class, as we know it to-day, 
has been born and become vigorous. That interval, comparatively brief 
though it is, has sufficed to effect a remarkable change in the character of 
the Synagogue. The Synagogue, in short, has resumed its old position in 
our religious system. No longer a House of Prayer merely, it has become 
once more a place of religious instruction as well. The Pulpit has regained 
some of its former vitality and power, and as an almost inevitable corollary 
the arrangement by which children were taught the principles and practices 
of Judaism within the very walls of the Synagogue has been revived. To 
those especially who are old enough to recollect the utter sterility of the 
Synagogue, in respect of spiritual teaching, a few decades ago, the contrast 
presented by its present fruitfulness and vigour cannot be short of astonish- 
ing. We are far from saying that the zenith has been reached. The new 
birth has only just begun, and the signs of revival have yet to extend to 
many another congregation both within and without the Metropolis. But 
the revival is undoubtedly in progress, and constitutes a source of encour- 
agement to everyone who anxiously looks forward to discern some glimpses 
of the future that is in store for Judaism, 

When the history of the Anglo-Jewish community comes to be written 
the last forty years will be described as the period par excellence of the 
resuscitation of religious teaching. The movement commenced with that 
systematic provision for the educational requirements of the poor of which 
the climax is visible in the existence of such great institutions as the Jews’ 
Free School and the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. To supply the 
religious needs of the well-to-do classes has been a task of far more recent 
date. The duty of teaching the young Israelite the meaning of his faith 
and of impressing upon his conscience his responsibilities as a Jew has at 


| 


last happily been raised out of the contracted sphere of mere Charity into 
the higher and wider plane of Religion. The task of helping the young to 
become loyal and earnest Jews is now seen to be one which ought to be under- 
taken in their own interests and in the interests of Judaism, and without 
reference to the worldly station of the pupil. Thus it is that the mechanism 
for the discharge of this duty has once more been associated with the Syna- 
gogue, the representative of the communal life and conscience. The imme- 
diate effects of this notable change cannot but be salutary, For the ineflicient 
and monotonous drill in Religion imparted by private instructors, who have 
too often lacked not only the necessary knowledge but the 
earnestness which is the very life-blood of successful teaching, there 
have been subatitated the sympathetic offices of the intelligent and the 
enthusiast, whose words, to use the Lawgiver's simile, fall like the grateful 
vivifying rain on the tender flower of the child’s heart. What influence, 
such teaching will exert on the fate of Judaism in the days to come can 
only be conjectured, 


But it is not too much to affirm that it cannot fail to 
attach the young to their religion with powerful ties, and so to ensure its 
strength for many a year, nay, many a generation. 

One practical inference may be drawn from the rapid development 
of this movement. The establishment of Religion Classes has in every case 
been due to the energy of the Preacher of the synagogue concerned. Indeed 
but for him, a congregational Religion Class, owing to the want of a compe- 
tent director and instructor, would be impossible. The moral is obvious. A 
congregation should no more be without a Preacher than without a Reader. 
Let provision by all means be made for an attractive service. If the tastes 
of the worshippers incline towards a Chazan, let a Chazan be appointed. But 
let at least equal thought be bestowed upon the religious requirements of the 
congregation, and a minister havea place in every synagogue who is capable 


of inspiring the youthful members of his flock with genuine devotion to the 
faith of their fathers.

JERUSALEM.—We learn that considerable excitement prevails in Jerusalem 
owing to the projected cession of a portion of the Touro property to the Committee 
of the Baron Lionel de Rothschild School, for the purpose of erecting thereon 
premises intended to contain the Technical Department of the school. The 
movement against this cession is of an artificial chammeter and has itsorigin with some 
interested persons. For many years a part of the Tou¥e estate has been lying 
perfectly waste, and the windmill situated therein also remained idle. It would 
therefore beof great benefit to the Jerusalem Jewe were the ground to be utilised for 
the purpose of a Technical School, It seems, however, that such a measure is not 
altogether palatable and a pleahas been advanced that the Montefiore Committee has 
no power to dispose of the Judah Touro property because it had been made %ver to 
Jerusalem as a perpetual free gift. A number of poor persons, both Ashkenazun 
and Sephardim, have therefore been induced to settle on the ground. The question 
turns on the tenor of the original firman granted to Sir Moses Montefiore. When 
the Touro Almshouses were opened by the late baronet, he expressed great annoy- 
ance at finding over the entrance the words, “ Kerem Moshe Vihoudith,’ and he had 
the inscription removed protesting that he was only the administrator of funds left by 
the American philanthropist.— A meeting of the Ezrath Hanidachim Society was held 
last month in Jerusalem, when a report for the previous four months was eubmitted, 
Apart from other benevolent work carried oa by the Society it is satisfactory to 
notice that it continues to rescue poor coreligionists who had fallen into the hands 
of the conversionists ; 22 persons were thus saved, and were either sent elsewhere or 
ass‘s‘ed in trade. Mr, F. D. Mocatta figures as a contributor for 200 francs, 


JEwWI8hH COLONIES IN PALESTINE.—The Committeeof the Society Ben Yehuda 
which has founded a colony at Golan Bashan, have sent us a lengthy epistle. They, 
set forth the reasons (which induced them to establish such a colony where they 
may live by the work of their hands, and they describe in minute details the situa- 
tion of the settlement, which is three hours distant from Safed, and ten from Jean 
d'Acre,) and the work they have already carried out. They incidentally mention 
that their property is situated on the site of an o'd Roman town, the ruins of which 
are t» be seen at the present day, and they turn from the pastto the preseot by 
stating that a post and telegraph office conducted on European principles i«locatedia 
the immediate vicinity. They state that their means have been swallowed up by the 
purchase of the land, of cattle, trees, agricultural ‘implements, &c. ; aud as they live 
on amicable terms with the Arabs, and have therefore the prospect of making their 
settlement of apermanent character, they wish to ‘build houses and extend the 
work on which they are engaged. But for this purpose they have no funds in hand, 
and they solicit their benevolent brother Jews in Europe to grant them a loan, at 
the rate of two thousand francs for each family. They faithfully promise to repay 
the loan in instalments extending over fifteen totwenty years. The letter is signed 
by Samuel Schulman, President, Zevi Hirech Romain, Vice-President, Moses 
Pelkissohn, Secretary, and others, 


GLasGow.—Dr, A. Asher, the Secretary of the United Synagogue, has pre- 
sented a valuable scroll of the law, richly mounted in silver, to the Glasgow Hebrew 
Congregation, Garnet Hill. Dr. Asher, in a letter to the president of 
the congregation, asks the acceptance of the Sepher “as a gift from 
his wife and himself in token of their esteem for the congregation with 
which they are connected by so many ties of affection, and in which he was 
born and brought up.’’—The Jews in Glasgow have to mourn the loss of Mr, 
Herwan Schonfeld, who although he had resided in that city for only six years had 
gained the esteem of his coreligionists, both on account of his kindly and charitable 
spirit, and of his profound knowledge of Ta'mudical and historical litecature. 
Mr. Schéofeld was formerly Chazan at Schubin, near] Bromberg, and also (for 
upwards of 30 years) at Derschow, in Russia.

So far, in fact, from endeavouring to make reprisals on Society for its former 
maltreatment of Jews, their own past wrongs have led them rather to sympatiiise 
with the sufferings of others than to add to them the miseries of civil war. Ad- 
monished of old to kindly treat the stranger for they had been strangers in the 
land of Egypt, the Jews remember in the days of their social sunshine, the gloom 
which still envelopes many of their brethren of other creeds, Our great scholar, 
Leopold Zunz, may be quoted as atypical instance of sympathy for suffering and 
ill-treated humanity. His noble speeches and actions in the cause of Justice robbed 
him of his sovereign's favours ; but self-respect and the approval of honourable 
men are fairer ornaments than the decorations of the mightiest monarch under the 
sun, Zunz was no Communist, he was strictly speaking not even a Socialist. He 
agreed. with the separation of employments, and acknowledged as all men of ex- 
perience must do that class distinctions are inevitable. But he maintained that 
men’s occupations as swch should confer no peculiar rights aud prerogatives on the 
one hand, nor disabilities and disqualifications on the other. No man should gain 
or suffer by the accident of birth, by his creed, by the colour of his skin, by his 
o cupation, or the amount of his possessions, This may in a certain sense be said to 
bo the Talmudic theery according to which all honest occupations were equally 
honourable. God so ordered things, said the Rabbis, (Berachoth 42b.), that every 
artivan loves his trade so that no trade should disappear from the world, “ Great is 
labour, rons another Talmua tic aphorism,“ for she honours her master,” (Nedarim 
1%h.), Plighiy as the teachers of the Law were eateemed, nevertheless, the workman 
while ocenp ed with his employment was not expected to pay the Rabbi the usual

A GRAMMATICAL STUDY, 


Essay on the Siqnification of the WW, By J.D, WisNKoor. (Amsterdam), 


IT is regrettable that the author of this elaborate monograph omitted to 
obtain the assistance of an Englishman in revising the language of his essay. 
Personally, the writer intends his style for English, but it is not only unidiomatic, 
it is even bewildering in its confused and frequently unintelligible sen- 
tences, Enigmatic Blatcinents like the following occur®r repeatedly, 
“The commentators consider it strange. and deem it necessary to add a verb by 
thought.” However, when this difficulty has been overcome it will be found 
that the autifor’s contribution to the discussion of a very intricate p int of 
Ilebrew grammar is not without value. The word '8, according to the Rev. Heer 
Wijnkoop, is in its primitive signification a demonstrative term applicable alike 
to circumstances and to time.
